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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1 -26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Asahi Chemical Co., Ltd. JP-8-217972, in view of Kasai et al. 5,109,052, Hamada et al. 
5,283,282, Kubo et al. 5,470,902, Kakegawa et al. 5,455,292, Asahi Chemical 
Industries Co., Ltd. JP-11-181271, Sumitomo Chemical Co., Ltd. JP-9-169903, 
Sumitomo Wiring Sys. Ltd. JP-6-1 84398 or Asahi Chemical Co., Ltd. JP-5-706682. 

3. The rejection imposed in the previous Office action is maintained in its entirety. 
Asahi Chemical Co., Ltd. JP-8-217972 discloses in paragraph 0013 of the English 
translation (enclosed) that the preferred inherent viscosity range is 0.35-1 .0. This range 
encompasses applicants' claimed inherent viscosity range of 0.37-0.41 , which is 
equivalent to a reduced viscosity of 0.40-0.45. In the absence of a showing of criticality 
of the claimed reduced viscosity in the instant specification the rejection is not 
withdrawn. References must be considered for all they disclose and must not be limited 
to their preferred embodiments or working examples. In re Mills, 176 USPQ 196 (CCPA 
1972).
